them, and bath committed unto us the Mint-

This God willeth 
chat all men come to the Son, (chat which 
reproves, that which Makes manifelt 1nthem) 
thar they may have /ife ; that all men honor 
the Son, as they hononr tie Father ; that 
they (and no others) that fee che Sor, and 
beieve on bim, thould have everld/tins life ; 
and chat be ſhould raife up ſ#ch at the Jaft 
day ; and that he fnould loote nothing cf all 
that the Father hath given hin, but thould 
raiſe it up again at the Jaſt day; that be 
fhould quicken whom he will, unto whom 
all things are delivered bim of his Father, 
whoſe are all things that arethe Fathers ; 
whom no man knoweth but the Father, net- 
cher knowetn any man the Father but the 
$on,and he to whomloever the Son will Re- 
veal him. 

Now here ftands the caſe of a//men in this 
particular, they mift come to the Sor (as I 
have faid) if they will be ſaved. Ye will not 
conte to me (aid he tothe Phariſees ) that ye 
might have life, John 5. 39. All that the Fa- 
ther giveth me, ſhall come unto me; and be 
that cometh unto me, I will in no wiſe caft out, 
John 6. 37. And he ts able alſo to ſave then 
to the uttermoſt, that come unto God by bim, 
Heb. 7. 25- 

So to him maſt al] come thar are ſaved, 
to that in men which ſhewes them where 
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they are, the thoughts and intents of their 
hearts, and judges them. Come ſee a man . 
which te[4 me all things that ever I did, is not 
this the Chri't 2 John 4. 29. This is the way 
to God, and no other ; neither 1s their fal- 
vation in any other; for there is none other 
Name #1n4er Heaven given among men, where- 
by we Mu't be ſaved, AQs 4.11. And theythat 
are in bim are new creatures; Old things are 
paſſed away, behold all things are become new 
(as afore) 2 Cor. 5.17. And be is the Savi- 
our of the body, the Church, Ephel.5.23. Who 
loved the Church ; (the Church which is in 
Gol, 1Theſ.1.1.) and gave himſelf fy t, that 
be might ſanfiifie an cleanſe it with the waſh- 
ing of water by the Word, (the Word which 
endures for ever, 1 Pet. 1.25, ) that he might 
preſent it to himſelf a glorious Church. not ha- 
ving (pot, or wrinck/e, or any ſuch thing, but 
that it ſhould be holy, and without blemiſh, 
Verf. 25. 26, 27. 

* Soas through fin and tranſgreſſion, and 
by reaſon thereof all men come to be defiled 
(for all have finned, and come ſhort of the glo» 
ry of God, Rom. 3.23. And, all we like 
theep have gone aifray. we have turned ev 
one to his own way, and the Lord hath laid on 
him the Iniquity of us all, fa. 53. 6.) fo muft 
all men come to Chriſt Feſw (tliat which re- 
proves {tn, that makes manifeſt cranſgreſfion 
0 EDO in 
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in themt the blood of ſprinkling, that ſpeaketh 
better things then that of Abel, Heb. 12. 24.) 
to have their Conſcience purged from dead 
works, to ſerve the livin God, Heb. 9. 14.) 
I ſay,to have taeir Conlcieuce purged from 
deay works, ( works that are not trom the 
living Root, that are not from Faith ; for 
ſrethat lives in pleaſure i dead whillt ſhe lives, 
1 Iim.5.6. And fin is pleaſure, Ephraim 
is oppreſſed, and broken in judgement, becauſe 
he wlungly walked after the commandement, 
Hol. 5. 11 ) andhe tharfinnech 35 carried a- 
way from that which manifeſts ir. And 
you hath he quickened who were dead in Treſ- 
paſes an4 ſins, wherein in time paſt ye walked 
aceording to the courſe of this world, according 
to the Prinee of the power of the Air, the Spi- 
rit that now worketh in the Children of Diſo- 
bedience. Ameng whom alſo we all had our 
converſation in times pait in the luis of our fleſh;

So then bere's the Matter,a!ll mnſt come to 
that mn them which witnefſeth to God, to the 
Son, to be Purged, to be Purified, to be 
Waſhed, to be cleanſed, that they may be 
Joyned to God again, trom whom they are 
are gone throzgh tranſgreſſion, and through 
cranfgrefſion are defiled ; and this is the Wil

the ground; That is ready with every good 
Motion, with enery good Thought, with e- 
very good Opportunity to incline Man to

2. 10, 11; for being in the form of : God be 
thought it no robbery to be equal with God, but

became obedient unto death, even the death 
the Croſs ; therefore God bath highly exalted 
him, and given bim a Name above every Name, 
that at the Name of Jeſus every knee ſhould 
bow, %c. as aforeſaid, v.6, 7, $, 9. 

So here is the ſunt of all; this ſame Je- 
ſus (that which ſhews which reproves,which 
Judges, which makes manifeſt in man) is the 
wel-beloved Son, he whom the Father is wel- 
pleaſed; the beloved, in whom we are accep- 


| ted, by whom we have acceſs by faith unto 


this grace wherein we fland, and rejoyee in 
hope of the Glory of God; Who is (asT have 
ſaid) the propitiation, for our fins, and not fer 
ours only, but for the fins of the whole World. 
The Mediator between God and man. The 
Intercedor, who maketh interceſſion for us 3 
the ſpirit it ſelf maketh intercerceſſion for 
us, with groanings ( (ee what ir is that 1s 
weighed, that's oppreſſed, that's heavy laden in 
man, that ſigns often in Man, and groans to 
God) which: cannot be uttered, Rom. $. 26. 
And, be that ſearcheth the hearts (ſee the 
thing) knoweth what is the mind of tbe Spi- 
rit , becavſe he maketh interceſſion for the 
Saints, according to the Will of God. And, 
we know that all things _—_ together for good 

| fo 
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to them that love God, to them who are called 
according to bis purpoſe. verl. 27. 28. Where- 
fore be is able alſo to ſave them to the utter- 
moſt, that come unto God by him, ſeeing he ever 
liveth (that which reproves, that which judg- 
es in man, that which frews him what be 
ſhould do ever lives) to make 7znterceſſion for 
them, Heb. 7. 25. It interceeds, it comes 
between, it ſpeaketh to God for man, that 
which doth ic Judges, that reproves evil in 
man,and would bring him ro Gol. that which 
ſearcheth the Hearts, that ſhews a Man the 
end, and conpaſs of all bis ations, that tri» 
eth the Reins, and knoweth the mind of the 
Spirit , makes: interceſſion , comes between , 
prayes, intreats, wooes, beſeeches, keeps off 
the wrath, waits, long (#ffers to bring man 
to Ged; and be ever lives that does ſo, that 
makes interceſſion, that is ableto ſaveco the 
uttermoſt, thoſe that come to God by him,that 
which ſearches, that which tries, that which 
judges, chat which reproves. And fo be is 
che Judge of a//, rhat faves all that eome to 
God by him, that is able to ſaveto the utter- 
moſt all that cometo God by him, by him that 
Judges; the Law-giver, there is one Law-gtuer 
who is able to ſave, and tn deſiroy, Jam.4.12. 
And, ye-are come to God the Judge of all, Heb. 
12. 22, 23. ' 

So that which judges, interceeds,and that 
which 
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which interceeds, ſearches, and that which 
ſearches, ſaves, and that which ſaves,deftroys, 
and thac which deffroys, hews,and this 1s the 
Law-giver,the one Law-giver,the one Law-gi- 
ver who 7s able to ſave& to defiroy, who 7s 
able to ſave tothe uttermoſt all that come to God 
by him, who ſearches the Heart, and knows _ 
the mind of the Spirit, becauſe he maketh 
interceſſion for the Saints according to the 
Will ot God; who ever lives to make intere 
ceſſion for them ; the Spirit it (elf which 
maketh interceſſion for us with groanings that 
cannot be uttered; This is that which Wit- 
neſſes, which ſhews, which judges, which 
makes manifeſt. 

And unto this muſt a// come; To whom 
coming ( laicth the Apoſile ) as unto a living 


ſtone, diſallowed indeed of man, but choſen of 


God, and Precious, ye allo as lively fones are 
built up a ſpiritual Houſe, an holy Prieſthood, 
to offer up ſpiritual Sacrifices acceptable to God, 
by Feſus Chriſt. Wherefore it is contained in the 
Scripture ; Behold 1 lay in Sion @ chief Corner 
Stone, Ele, Precious, and be that believeth 
on him, ſhall not be confounded; Unto you 
therefore, who believe he 1s precious, but unto 
them which be diſobedient, the Stone which the 
builders diſallowed, the ſame is madethe Head ' 
of the Corner, and a Stone of ſtumbling, and 
4 Rock of offence, even unto them which \tum- 
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ble at the Word, being diſobedient, unto which 
alſo they were appointed. But ye are a choſen 
Generation, @ Koyal Prieftbood; an Holy Na- 
tion, a Peculiar People, that you ſhould ſhew 
forth the praiſes of him which hath called you 
out of darkneſs, ts his marvelous Light ; 
which in time paſt were not a people, but are 
now the people of God, which had not obtained 
mercy, but now have obtained mercy, 1 Pet. 
2.4..to the I1. 

So ( 1 lay ) to this muſt all come, unto 
this muſt all be ſubje& ; who is Lord of all; 
the Foundation ot the Prophets, and the Apo- 
les, as the Apoſile allo faith. And are built 
(ſaith þe to the Saints ) upon the Foundation 
of the Apoſiles and Prophets, Jeſus Chriſt 

imſelf being the chief Corner Stone, Epheſ. 
2.20. The Foundation other then which 
can n0 man lay; For, other Foundation 
( faith he again ) can zo man lay, then that 
is (aid, which 1s Jeſus Chriſt, 1 Cor. 3.11. 
Upon which, if any man"build Gold, Silver, 
Precious Stones, Wood, Hay, Stubble, every 
mans work ſhall be made manife't, for the day 
frall declare it, becauſe it ſhall be revealed by 
fire, andthe fire ſhall try every mans work of 
what ſort it is, verſ. 12,13. If any Mans work 
abide which he bath built thereupon, be ſpall 
re-etve a reward: If ary mans worz ſhall.be 
burnt,he ſhall ſufer loſs, yet he him(elf ſhall be 


ſaved, 
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ſaved, yet ſo as by fire, verl. 14, 15. 


And upon this muſt all be þyilt, upon 
him whois the Corner Stone, the tried Stone, 
the ſure Foundation, the Foundation of 
many Generatiens, the Reſtorer of Paths to 
dwell in, the Builder of the old waſte Places, 
the Repairer of the breach. And, they that 


ſhall be of thee, ſhall build the old waſte Places, . 


thou ſhalt raiſe up the Foundation of 
Generations, and thou ſhalt be called the Re- 
pairer of the breach, the Reftorer of Paths to 
dwell in, 1a. 58. 11. The Reconeiley, The 
Maker of Atonement. The Offering. The 
Sacrifice. The Altar. The Saninary. The 
maker of Twain, one New man, ſo making 
peace. The Blotter out of the hand writin 
of Ordinances, which was againſt us, whick 
was contrary tous. The Taker of it out of 
the Way.

The 
maker of a ſhew ot+themz openly. The Tri- 
unpher over thenin it. The maker of both 
one who is our Peace. The breaker down of 
the Middle wall of Partition between us. The 
Aboliſher of the enmity in his fleſh, even the 
Law of Commandments, contained in Ordie 
nances. The Preacher of Peace to them that 
were afar off, and to them that were nigh, 
through whom we both (Few, and Gentile ) 
have an acceſs by one Spirit unto the Fnther.
